SENIOR CLASS 
HISTORY 

Armijo was full of new experiences for our class that fall of 1958. We went to 
classes in the old Union and Texas school, the annexes on Washington, and the "B" 
wing - the only completed wing of our new campus . 

Mountains of unexcused tardies were issued that year. Since we had to cross 
Texas, we had cadets to direct traffic. How many times we waited for the endless 
stream of cars to pass and heard the tardy bell ring in the distant annexes. Finally, 
Mr. Smith paced the walk and extended the passing time between classes. 

This was the first year for the "Frosh-Soph Scramble". Proving a success (we 
won), it is now a tradition at Armijo. Larry Santaella, JoAnne Simonds and Beverly 
Lozano were elected as our first class officers. 

Most of us had attended the annual Homecoming game while still at grammar 
school, but this was the first year we were able to take part in it. We won the com- 
petitive sale of student body cards which gave us the Homecoming concession to start 
our class treasury. We chose Jackie Bird as Freshman attendant to Queen Sherrie 
Lane. Later that year the basketball teams selected Shirley Bubak to reign with Linda 
Gosselin at the Basket Ball. 

In our Sophomore year we moved into another part of our new campus - the "C" 
and 'A" wings. It was necessary to install a traffic light to cross Texas Street. That 
year we completely abandoned the annexes'; a few classes were still held in the old 
building. 

With Dennis Regan, Chuck Bell and Shirley Bubak as our elected leaders that 
year, we sponsored the Sophomore Hop - Aqua Wonderland. It was a big splash and we 
received many compliments. Penny Poteet represented us at Homecoming to preside 
with Queen Vicki Bird. 

Because a school tax bill had been turned down we were doing without rooters 
buses entirely, our dances and assemblies were limited, textbooks had to last another 
year and a general austerity program was in force. Students, teachers and parents all 
worked to get out the vote for a scond time. A big "Tax Bill Passed" sign on the gym 
celebrated the victory. 

The year 1959 was the first year that Armijo had a foreign exchange student - 
Marianne Vigre, from Sweden. Her personality, ability, and sense of humor won for 
her the office of Spring Student Body vice-president. 

Gloria Gimzo was chosen to reign with Miss Basketball, Carolyn Creager that 
year. We spent the summer preparing to become upper classmen. 

Our Junior year, 1960-1961, we elected Richard Scearcy, Rusty Lambert and 
Bonnie Marshall to lead us. This was our first year on one complete campus. We 
selected the Esquire style class rings which arrived just before Christmas. Our class 
certainly stood out that week. Practically all of us walked around with hands in front 

of faces admiring the new rings . Oh, that Junior year! We finally

Chuck Bell, Ellen Hawley and 
Suzy Lane won the coveted senior officer positions. Fall Student 
Body officers were Rusty Lambert, Skip Demuth and Bonnie 
Marshall; Spring officers: Ron Hudak, Mehmet Artun and Sharon 
Smith - Ruth Hawkes was treasurer. 

Mehmet Artun from Turkey, our foreign exchange student, 
entered into student activities with great vigor and wrote and 
talked often of his homeland. 

Probably no class at Armijo since that of 1915 has witnessed 
to many changes in size, course content and pattern of school 
days as the class of 1962. The school has almost doubled in size, 
a summer school was instituted in 1961, there are no more 
homerooms, a choice of a six or seven period day is offered, a 
split lunch period, many new one- semester courses, a short Christmas holiday, but a 
June 1 graduation day. 

With all of the new, tradition still dictates most of the closing events of the Senior 
year. Senior Skip Day, with all its surprizing sunburn; the Junior-Senior Ball, which 
we gave last year and this year is given for us; the Senior Banquet with the boys still 
eating like growing Freshmen and the girls looking as though they had never carried a 
binder and a load of textbooks; the Senior Edition, full of brickbats and bouquets; the 
serious, meaningful Baccalaureate service on Sunday afternoon; the hours of rehearsal; 
the Awards Assembly; the signing of yearbooks and finally - the BIG NIGHT. 

What is so rare as that night in June? Words and music come in waves mixed with 
meaning, memories, reveries and dreams. We rise on shaky ankles with clenched 
teeth and bobbing tassels - row on row of diplomas pass from hand to hand. The music 
swells again. 

We join our families, friends and teachers, make plans for the coming all-Night 
Party and Breakfast. We receive congratulations and try to express our gratitude for 
all the help that has been given up through our school years . 
The Class of 1962 is graduated.
